GEORGIA'S  ENDORSEMENT. 

The  Committee  on  Findings,  repre- 
senting every  Protestant  denomination 
in  the  state,  except  one,  made  the  follow- 
ing report,  which  was  unanimously 
adopted  by  the  Pastors’  Conference : 

After  studying  the  survey  and  hearing 
the  addresses  of  the  speakers  of  the  In- 
terchurch Conference,  we  Relieve  that 
the  movement  was  born  of  God  for  these 
times  and  that  k challenges  a spiritually 
united  church. 

We  believe  in  the  spirit  of  co-opera- 
tion for  whkh  the  Interchurch  World 
Movement  stands,  a co-operation  that 
guarantees  to  evea^y  denomination  its  full 
individuality  of  both  faiths  and  order. 

The  Movement  does  not  assume  any 
authority  whatsoever  over  any  church, 
but  is  zealous  only  to  be  the  servant  of 
all,  gathering  information  that  will  sug- 
gest methods  of  co-operation  and  serv- 
ice, with  the  stimulus  that  may  come 
from  such  information.  The  yet  further 
extent  of  such  assistance  is  suggested  by 
the  information  that  complete  surveys  of 
every  county  in  our  own  state  will  soon 
be  furnished  and  made  available  to  Chris- 
tian workers  of  every  name. 

We  are  convinced  of  the  evangelical 
character  of  the  movement,  and  are  in 
hearty  sympathy  with  the  four  great  ob- 


jectives  emphasized,  believing  them  the 
basis  of  the  only  appeal  that  will  hasten 
the  day  when  the  kingdoms  of  the  earth 
shall  become  the  kingdoms  of  the  Lord 
and  of  His  church. 

These  objectives  are:  One,  spiritual  re- 
sources, including  evangelism,  family  re- 
ligion and  individual  prayer  life. 

Two:  Stewardship  of  life  and  prop- 
erty. 

Three:  Life  enlistment  of  all  our  youth 
for  Christ  and  Christian  service. 

Four:  Missionary  Education,  designed 
to  present  the  whole  task  at  home  and 
abroad  which  faces  the  Christian  church 
today  in  a way  never  realized  before. 

That  these  objectives  be  speedily  at- 
tained throughout  the  world  we  believe 
to  be  the  prayer  of  every  member  of 
this  Conference,  and  that  we  will  go 
from  this  place  with  new  faith  and  cour- 
age to  that  end.

METHODIST  ENDORSEMENT 


The  pastors  of  the  Methodist  Episco- 
pal Church,  South,,  went  unanimously  on 
record  in  the  following  statement : 

We,  the  pastors  of  the  Methodist  Epis- 
copal Church,  South,  in  attendance  upon 
the  Pastors’  Conference  for  Georgia  of 
the  Interchurch  World  Movement,  re- 
solve as  follows : 

“1.  That  we  realize  that  Methodism 
in  its  history  and  ideals  is  committed  to 
all  practicable  co-operation  with  those 
who  are  planning  and  working  to  extend 
the  kingdom  of  God  among  men.  We 
call  to  mind  that  John  Wesley  himself 
said:  “I  desire  a league  offensive  and  de- 
fensive with  every  sincere  lover  of  Jesus 
Christ.” 

“2.  That  we  believe  that  the  Inter- 
church World  Movement  is  a sincere  and 
promising  effort  to  effectuate  an  alli- 
ance between  the  Evangelical  Protestant 
churches  of  the  United  States  in  a more 
systematic  and  aggressive  missionary 
advance  so  manifestly  demanded  by  the 
conditions  in  the  world  at  the  present 


time.  We  believe  that  we  are  loyal  unto 
the  teachers  of  our  history  and  alert  to 
existing  emergencies  as  we  hereby 
record  our  endorsement  of  the  Inter- 
church World  Movement  in  its  effort  to 
bring  the  churches  shoulder  to  shoulder 
in  a more  powerful  advance  against 
their  common  foes  of  ignorance,  indiffer- 
ence, and  iniquity,  both  at  home  and 
abroad. 

“3.  That  we  consider  the  four-fold 
program  of  the  Interchurch  World 
Movement  as  to  prayer,  stewardship,  life 
enlistment  and  missionary  education,  as 
wise  in  conception  and  as  necessary  in 
its  efficient  execution,  if  we  are  to  con- 
serve and  increase  the  value  of  our  Cen- 
tenary Movement. 

*‘4.  That  we  are  sure  that  the  Pas- 
tors’ Conference  for  Georgia  has  been  a 
source  of  information  and  inspiration  to 
those  who  have  atttnded  it,  and  that  as 
we  return  to  our  charges  we  commit  our- 
selves to  such  co-operation  in  the  activi- 
ties of  the  movement  as  we  may  be  able 
to  render.” 


THE  PRESBYTERIAN  PASTORS  RE- 
PORTED THE  FOLLOWING: 

“We,  the  pastors  of  the  synod  of  Geor- 
gia who  have  had  the  privilege  of  attend- 
ing the  State  Pastors’  Conference  of  the 
Interchurch  World  Movement,  held  in 
Atlanta.  March  10-12,  and  hearing  the 
programme  presented,  would  express  our 
approval  of  the  co-operative  effort  which 
promises  to  he  of  such  great  service  to 
the  Church  of  Jesus  Christ  throughout 
the  world,  and  we  would  record  our 
gratification  at  the  growing  spirit  of  co- 
operation among  all  the  churches  in 
meeting  our  common  kingdom  task.
